“High nitrous oxide concen 
trations are reported along the Santa 
Ana treeway and motorists are 
warned to keep their windows up and 
their air punfiers on Along the Santa 
Monica treeway. another huge black 
particulate - matter storm cloud has 
heen sighted and motorists are advised 
to find an alternate route In addition 
the usual four - hour atmospheric ex- 
posure time is still in effect

A scene such as this does not exist 
vet. However. the inundation of the 
Sucramento area by smoke fron 
burning peal bogs south of Travis Air 
Force Base last week has agair 
hrought the problem of air qua 
the minds of many people 

One person who thinks about smog 
daily ts the chairman of the California 
Air Resources Board (CARB). Tom 
Qunn Quinn is known for hs 
unhesitating action. including the 
levsing of tines for infractions of the 
state anti - smog laws 

Quinn was shocked by a recent 
LS. House of Representatives’ pas- 
sage of an amendment that delays 
tougher auto exhaust standards for 
five vears. He said the passage is asic 
tory for Detot automakers and a solid 
defeat tor everyone who wants to 


reduce smog 
The extension seems to be unneces- 
sary. As an example. Quinn cited the 
manufacturer of the Volvo line of cars 
that “using an American - built smog 
ontrol system, has achieved an amas 
ng breakthrough and at the same time 
gained a !0 per cent tuel economy im- 


provement 


However, the problems involved 
with air pollution go beyond the 
failure of Congress to take progressive 
action 

While most people today are aware 
{ air pollution. the problem was 
almost unheard of 25 years ago 
Cahfornia was the first state to realize 
the problem. highly visible in the Los 
Angeles Basin, and to set standards 


its control 


Calforma continues to be the 
leader of the nation with the stnctest 
ar quality standards. But for vanous 
reasons the amount of visible 


pollutants has risen 


California’s Capitol ties in the Sac 
ramento Valley air basin. Air quality 
measurements are made hourly and 
reported to CARB. According to 
CARB. the “major air pollution 
problem in the valley is the high 
concentration of oxidant and 
suspended particulate matter” 


As an example of the pollutant 
emission, in 1970 Sacramento County 
alone had more than 100 tons of ox- 
ides and more than ¥) tons of particle 
matter released into the air everyday 

Some economists sa\ that the com- 
plete absence of pollution may not be 
beneficial or inthe greatest interests of 
society as a whole. They argue that 
there is a certain level of pollution 
where the total benefits to society ex- 
ceed the total costs Air quality stan- 
dards are set to reflect this level

Faculty to vote

The faculty of the School of Socia! 
Work will hold a referendum withir 
the next two weeks They will vote on 
whether to accept the new Articles of 
Governance proposed by an ad - hoc 
committee 

A dispute has arisen over how 
many students should be allowed to sit 

n the Educational Program Com 
mittee, which is the major policy 
making body of the School, Som 
members of the faculty believe 
students should have equal represen 
tation with teachers and = ad 
ministrators, others believe that only 
two of the nine committee members 
should be students 

Don Hughes. a student leader 
does not believe that the students will 
get more than the two representatives 
provided in the proposed articles 

“The cntical thing 1s to give 
students adequate representation and 
an adequate voice in matters affecting 
them. We need to be involved in cur 
riculum decisions and other matters 
We have a proposal which would 
allow 50 percent representation onthe 
committee But | can almost 
guarantee that its going to he 
deteated.” said Hughes 

Many taculty members fear giving 
students so much power because of the 
events of last semester Late in the spr 
ing 1976 term, students in the school 
went on stnke, protesting a change in 
the number of units awarded for field 
work. The faculty placed more em- 
phasis on academic seminars, and less 
on field work 

Students had 50 per cent represen 
tation on the Educational Program 
Committee, until alter the strike 
When the program tormat was 
changed, the Dean of the School of 
Socal Work Jesse McClure 
suspended the Articles of Governance 
“They don't apply anymore,” he said 
The new Articles are designed to 
replace those which were suspended 

McClure believes the faculty wall 
Vole against giving students a larger 
delegation on the committee because 
tthe strke Asked whether he felt the 
faculty might not be afraid to allow 


students more power, t

Most of those students who ad- 
mitted to cheating at CSUS said they 
cheated in classes they had to take 
because they were required and they 
hated them. It was usually a class that 
demanded as infinite amount of data 
to be memorized, such as chemistry 
foreign languages. biology and his- 
tory. Students teit it was only a class to 
get through and felt little guilt about 
cheating 

Interestingly enough, the same 
students who felt that cheating in a 
class they hated was torgiveable, said 
hey would never or had never cheated 
na Class that was in their major. or in 


i class that they really wanted to learn 


I sure felt like cheating in some of 
my business courses.” said an ac 
counting major. “but | haven't and 
prebably won't. If vou cheat. vou 
don't learn anything and the stuff you 
learn later is dependent on what 
youve learned before, so it doesn't 


help you at all, really.”

Many students admitted they had 
been tempted to cheat, but were afraid 
to, because of the fear of getting 
caught. “I found a way to cheat in my 
inthropology class and get an easy A 
but I didn't. | wasatraidto Igotmy A 
by honest sweat.”

“I couldn't hetp it, | was staring 
into space trying to think of the 
answer and I accidentally saw the 
answer on the paper of the guy sitting 
next to me.” Students didn't rank this 
as serious cheating 

Senous cheating. which most 
Students got very angry about, is the 
use of cnb sheets. As one student put 
it, “It's the difference between murder 
f and murder Ul--the | s 
premeditated ” 

Cheating was mainly looked down 
upon when the cheater got high 
erades, especially if he got higher 
grades than others who were honest 
“I as one thing to barely pass by 
cheating, but quite another to “ace” a 


class by dishonesty.”
